The Sunny v ale project would 
be the Pacific coast’s counter­ 
part of the east’s research facili­ 
ties at Langley Field, Va. 
Pro­ 
posed plans would prov ide for 
construction of a great wind tun­ 
nel and other up-to-date equip­ 
ment for ex perimenting with high 
speed and high altitude problems. 
Cites Needs 
It was learned that Lindbergh

Paul Bailey in his Flood Con­ 
trol Report for Orange county, 
made public in 1929, contemplat­ 
ed an increase in water losses to 
Orange county if the dam were 
built at Prado. 
In his report 
page 72, he states: “ The effect 
of constructing the upper Prado 
Reservoir upon this rising stream 
that furnishes Orange county with 
such a large volume of water, and 
through the summer months with 
its only substantial gravity sup­ 
ply, is a matter of vital import­ 
ance not alone to the two water 
companies that divert its summer 
flow, but to every land owner 
and user of water on the Orange 
county coastal plain.”

work Is to repudiate life. To ab .stain 
from work voluntarily is to commit 
suicide. To reduce work to a minimum 
is to reduce life to a minimum. Lei­ 
sure and rest are justified only to the 
ex tent that they fit us for greater ef­ 
ficiency as workers. This is the Chris­ 
tian theory of life. 
The rank and file of Americans up 
to a few years ago accepted the Chris­ 
tian theory of work. They led the 
world as w'orkers. It was our b oast 
that the average American working 
man did a third more work in a day 
than any other working man in the 
world. 
The honor and distinction given to 
hard, intelligent work in this country 
constituted the chief factor in making 
the United States the leading Indus­ 
trial nation in the world. We led «11 
others in industrial progress 'oecause 
we led them as productive workers. 
But the attitude to work Is now 
changing radically in this country. 
The pagan theory that life comes from 
leisure and idleness rather than from 
work is b ecoming more dominant all 
the time. Under the pagan theory 
work is regarded as a misfortune, as 
an ob struction to life and happiness, 
hence it should b e eliminated as rap­ 
idly as possib le. 
In sub stance, the policy of the ad- 
mini-stration in cooperation with rad­ 
ical lab or leaders is to reduce hours 
of lab or, reduce speed and reduce 
productivity as rapidly as possib le, 
and at the same time advance wages 
as rapidly as possib le. This means that 
the great ob jective of wag« earners 


should b e to eliminate work as rapid­ 
ly as possib le, ob tain in compensation 
as much as possib le from others, and 
give as little as possib le to others. 
Such a policy, of course, is de­ 
structive to b oth individual and gen­ 
eral welfare in the end, and it fol­ 
lowed will destroy the very founda­ 
tion of industrial progress. 'Tlie “Alice 
in Wonderland” theory that industrial 
progress may b e secured b y spending, 
regardless of the nature of the pro­ 
ductivity that follows the spending, is 
too Infantile to b e given serious con­ 
sideration b y any one who has any 
respect for his own intellectual in­ 
tegrity.

The people want 
the b uilding and the b anks are ready 
to supply the capital. But the lab or 
cost is so high that legitimate demand 
and legitimate supifly can’t function. 
Similar conditions prevail in other in­ 
dustries. 
The most recent charge b rought 
against the dictator governments is 
that the rank and file of the people 
under these governments are working 
like Trojans, and leading the world in 
the production of wealth. As our 
workers are turning out le.ss and less 
under the pagan theory, the dictator 
workers are turning out more and 
more in productive goods. The result 
is that they are driving us out of the 
world markets, forcing us into eco­ 
nomic Isolation, and b randing us as 
weaklings and inferiors in the field of 
competitive b usiness. 
It was the theory and practice of 
hard work that gave us the leadership 
in industrial progress. To surrender 
this ideal means to turn over the lea­ 
dership to others who have the stam­ 
ina to pay the price that is essential to 
such leadership.

A Little Light 


A little light is a great help 
in the darkness whether that be 
the 
darkness 
of 
night or 
the 
darkness of ignorance. Children 
are often beset by fears. They do 
not know why the fear comes up 
on them, and neither do wo. They 
only know that they suffer and 
are afraid. They turn for help to 
us and we are never certain just 
what to do. When one does not 
know the cause of the fear it is 
difficult to cure it. 
Courage cannot be forced from 
the outside. It is useless to tell 
a child. “ Don’t be silly. There’s 
nothing to hurt you. You know 
this house from top to bottom. 
Go right along and bring me that 
bottle off the top shelf in my 
closet.” That won’t help. That 
won’t take the chill out of his 
# spine, nor the weight off legs. 
That 
won’t 
prevent 
the 
panic 
that makes him race down the 
stairs with the breath of the evil 
blackness on 
the 
back of his 
neck. It will make things worse. 
Don’t make a child who fears 
I the dark enter it without a light. 
* If there are no lights to turn on 
give him a flashlight. At first go 
along with him, and forget about 
preaching courage as you go. Do 
the errand casually, as you would 
in any case, and let it go at that. 
Talking about the dark, about his 
being brave, only emphasizes his 
fear. Save all tnat for the day­ 
time lesson. 
Little children show fear early. 
Head it off by taking them out 
into the night, when you can, 
show them the sky, the stars, thei 
moon, and the beautiful 
softness 
of night’s shadows, the pleasant 
voices of the night. Let them lis­ 
ten to the wind in the trees, to 
the chirping and twittering that 
goes on in the grass and in the 
trees. 
Make 
them 
acquainted 
with the moods of the night. Tell 
them how lovely it is and recite 
poems to prove it. Please don’t 
begin with that 
fearsome 
one, 
“ Did you ever hear the wind go 
Whoo-oo-oo.” 
It isn’t 
the one 
you want. Begin with “ star light, 
star bright,” or "twinkle twinkle,” 
and don’t 
forget 
“ Winkin 
and 
Blinkin and Nod, one night,” and 
sing 
lullabies 
that

fearsome spirit as 
night closes 
in. 
Give the child who wakens in; 
the night and is afraid, a light on 
his bed so that by moving a fin-; 
gcr he has light. Teach him to i 
do this without calling on others. | 
Tel! him that most of us wake 
in the night, turn over and go to

Wnybody else. 
If this sort of child has to get 
up in he night to go to the bath­ 
room, and there is no switch con­ 
venient to his hand, leave a light 
for him.
